A Republican Surprises’ the 
Members 


BY MAKING A FREE TRADE SPEECH. 


Dir. Nelson, of Minnesota, Wants Everything 
- Placed onthe Free List Except W heat 
—Laughter and '‘Merriment,. 


Wasnineton, March 29.—{Special.]--The 
house was treated toa genuine sensation today 
by Representative Nelson, of Minnesota, a 
straightout and rock-ribbed” republican, in 
firing the tariff gun of the session, Mr. Nelson 
got the floor in his own right, for the purpose, 
as it was supposed, to discuss the Indian appro- 
priation bill, which was at the time under dis- 
cussion in the general debate. He had no 
soouer taken the floor than -he began making 
a tariff reform speech, which in sentiment 
and wild free trade speculation would 
have set “Premier’’ Mills to shame. Coming 
as it did from the 1epublican side of the house 
it naturally sent consternation and dismay to 
the hearts of the republican protectionists and 
tariff reform democrats of the Mills prttern. 
Mr. Mills and his followers look upon it as 
“cheeky,” as they bad supposed they would be 
the first to open the ball,and the general chagrin 
tha} they have allowed a republican to come 
and be the first to address the house upon this 
much talked of question is more than the tariff 
reform democrats were willing to agree to. 
The protective republicans made an effort to 
keep Mr. Nelson in the traces, but Scandina- 
vian, like he is, he could not be either per- 
suaded orcoerced. In brief he wanted every- 
thing on the free Hist, with the exception of a 
few things that are produced in the golden 
northwest. 

When asked the question by a brother re- 


‘publican why he was notin favor of placing 
“wheat upon the free list, Minnesota’s chief 


commodity, the great and only Nelson wilted, 
and was knocked higher than Gilderoy’s kite, 
which so completely floored him that his free- 
trade speech fell with a dull and heavy thud. 
He declined to answer, and for full ten min- 
utes he was the buttfor laughter and derision 
from both sides of the house, 
As but little else than wheat is produced 
in Nelson’s state it could be easily understood 
why he was a free trader for articles his con- 
stituents have to buy and a protectionist for 
things they had to sell. There were many 
amusing scenes during the speech and almost 
every one of the members of the democratic 
side left their seats and crowded intothe aisles 
around that of Mr. Nelson to hear his re- 
marks. The-republicans retained theirs and 
scowls of disgust were portrayed upon the 
features of each, while the faces of democrats 
were wreathed in smiles and cheer after cheer 
went forth from their throats, not because all 
of them, or even kalf of them, agreed with the 
words of Mr. Nelson, but because a republican 
had come out in VJirect cpposition to his 
own party. They were ¢elighted to 
seo 3=osttihat~=—s the democratic was not 
the only party with a division ii, .ts ranks. 

The judiciary committee repor ed favorably 
today upon the bill making the limit seven 
years in which suits can be brought against 
sureties upon the bonds of public officials hold- 
ing positions under the government. As the 
law is now there is no limitation whatever. 

The joint resolution providing for an amend- 
ment to the constitution extending the presi- 
dential term to eight instead of four years, and 
making the incumbent ineligible to a second 
consecutive term, was adversely reported by 
the judiciary committee. 

The same committee decided to report 
favorably the bill extending the time for the 
redemption of the school lands in Beaufort, 
S. C,, one year longer, dating from the passage 
and »pproval of the act.

‘WASHINGTON, March 29.—The only action 
taken by the ways and means committee at its 
meeting today was to order a favorable report 
upon the billreleasing the Southern Exposition 
company, of Louisville, from bond for the re- 
turn of Linoited goods.

“I have seen the statement of George Gould. 
In many respects it contains pure fabrications. 
The first I ever heard about negotiation was 
from a cal] made on Mr. Delaney, in January, 
by the president of a railroad company. No 
attention was paid to thls, but some days af- 
tetwar.s a gentleman, who can make his own 
statersent, brought usa message from George 
Gou'd that he would like to hold a meeting 
wit':us. When we met, Gould asked me what 
could be done in this matter. I replied there 
was only one proper way to do, and that 
was to make restitution to the trust. 
rhe unquestionable. value of the 
trust, the stock taken was $500,000, and this 
wight afford a basi:. ite said that they 
couldn’t do this, asi: would be a public ac- 
knowledgement of wrong. The plan of mak- 
ing a dividend to the holder of each and ererv 
bond under the mortgage, to represent the se- 
curities taken fromthe trust, was next dis- 
cussed. This was to be carried out by each 
bondholder presenting his bonds for stamping 
at the time of receipt of his interest,so as to 
release the trustees from liability for what 
they had dene. Gould said that this would 
still be too public among such a large number 
of bondholders who have holdings under this 
morigage. Hethen said: “Why could we 
not pay the expenses of your 
Clients in the criminal proceedings. They 
could then go on with their civil proceedings.”’ 
I replied that the criminal proceeding entitled 
us to the fullest restitution, and a prompt jary 
triai, and that this plan would not be approv- 
ed. Then Gould said: ‘How could we get 
out of the criminal liability! We not do want 
an indictment.’’ I replied that the penal code 
provided for restitution before a warrant was 
issued. He then said: ‘‘Well, I suppose I 
could pay you fellows something.” I said: 
‘“‘No you could not. Ithink that this being 
the first prosecution, under this law, which 
makes the district attorney a collecting agency, 
restitution would be deemed satisfactory to the 
puslic officers, and they wouldn’t press the 
personal punishment.”’ 

This talk ended here, Gould asking me if I 
would meet him at his house. I reported what 
had transpired ‘to my associates. Idlid not meet 
him at his house. The evening before the argu- 
ment at the district attorneys, he said he had 
cabled to Alexandria, and had got full power. 
He said he had a local difficulty in making 
Sage pay his proportion. As he had got some of 
the proiit, it was only fair that he should pay. 
He then came back to the institution of a civ 
suit. I said there wasa provision in the penal 
code for the institution of a civi! suit as auxil- 
iary tothe criminal proceedings, and that it 
would be instituted in the United States-court. 
Gould said they did not like Judge Wallace, 
that he bas a way of@etining contracts and then 
making people follow a certain line. Hesaid 
he wouldn’t vo before him if he could help it 
under any circumstances. He then asked me if I 
would go from the drawing-room to the sitting- 
room up stairs, as the servants might bear us. 
When we got there he commenced some talk 
about what thev could do for the lawyers on 
our side, as they had so much law_ business, 
I said they could do nothing while this matter 
was pending. Gould said, “I thought $30,000 
would be an inducement, and you see our 
clients would not suffer, because’ they 
would still have their civil suit.”’ 1 at 
once said: “Mr. Gould, there is no 
use of your talking anything of that sort.’’ 

This closed the conversation and I left, I 
have never seen George Gould nor had any 
communication with him since that time. 
Jay Ganala evades Mr. Andrews’s charges, but 
replies with vigorous and personal atiacks that 
have nothing to do with the case.

She argued for universal peace and spoke of 
her own organization, its aims and objects, 
political equality for man and woman before 
the law and total prohibition as the means 
to bring about total peace. 

Mrs. Abby Horton Drx, president of the 
Woman’s Educational and Industrial union, 
followed. Through its instrumentality a simi- 
lar union had been formed in Buffalo, Svra- 
cuse,- Providence, Covington, Ky., and re- 
cently a cal) has come from Washington. 

Mrs. Morella M. Hill, of Dover, N., H., was 
next introduced. She spoke of the work of 
the Free Baptist society. Mrs. Louise MM. 
Thomas, delegate from the Sorosis, gave an 
outline history of women’s clubs in this coun- 
try. Mrs. Thomas read a letter from the 
crown princess of Denmark to Mrs. Cramer, a 
sister of General Grant, commending the ear- 
nest appeal of the women of the council for 
their interest in women’s assolution. 

“Jennie June’? was introduced. She was 
the fouuder’ ‘the Sorosis. She delighted in 
the companionship of good women. Women’s 
clubs have always represented the aspect of 
women’s lives. All take some form of self- 
culture. The working women’s guild of Phila- 
delphia is an outgrowth of the establishment 
of the New Century club. Mrs. May Wright 
Sewall and Miss Willard continued the subject 
of organization. It was announced by Miss 
Anthony that.thefpresident would receive the 
counsel tomorrow afternoon at 5:30 o’clock. 

The first speaker at the evening session was 
Lillie Deveraux Blake, on the legal disabili- 
ties of women. 

The next speaker was Mrs, Alice Scatcherd, 
of Leeds, England, who apane of the legal con- 
ditions of women in the three kingdoms. She 
spoke of the evils of legislative interference in 
the work of laboriug women. Single women 
in England, Scotland and Ireland have nearly 
the same property rights as the men, but the 
law of intestacy bears equally hard on all wo- 
men, whether maids, wives or widows, Before 
1871, the property holding rights of women 
were nil. In 1882 a far better married wo- 
men’s property act was passed, and she does 
not by marriage lose all control of her prop- 
erty. Butevennowin England a_ husband 
has the right to leave his wife penniless at his 
death. In English common law the expres- 
sion is used that ‘“‘by nature and nurture the 
father was parent of the child.””’ The English 
have an unenviable notoriety for wife-beating 
and wife-kicking, and only since 1878 had the 
wife the right to go before a magistrate and 
complain of this cruel and barbarous treat- 


ment.

ON PREMIER MILLS’S TARIFF BILL 


The Surplus in the Treasury and How to 
Keduce It—Increase the Free List 
and Reducethe Kevenue, 


Loursvittx, Ky., March 29.—A dispatch 
from Washington to the Courier-Journal says: 
The report of the democratic majority of ways 
and means committee, which will accompany 
the tariff bill to the house, cites that the sur- 
plus for the last fiscal vear was $55,500,000, and 
for the current year is estimated at $81,000,- 
000 and says: 

W.t receipts growing larger, and expenditures 
growing smaller, we must scon gather into the 
trea:ury the larger part of the circulation of the 
country, to the great injury of its business and the 
bankruptcy of many of its people. Some 
method must be adopted by congress to pre- 
vent the congestion which must occur under 
existing laws. There are two ways in which this 
excessive accumulation may be prevented. We 
may redt C2 taxation ‘othe level of expenditures, 
and leave in the pockets of the people all moneys 
not needed for public purposes, Wemay raise ¢x- 
penditures to the heigth of taxation, :@e2king out 
new and useless objects of appropriation ou which 
to lavish the great and growing revenues not needed 
for any legitimate wants of the public service.” 

If. we adopt the latter eourse these very objects 
of useless expenditures will gather upon congress 
in such increasing numbeis and with such growing 
demands, as tofasten upon the government a per- 
manent and unchangeable policy of extiavagance 
and reckless appropriations. This policy once 
adopted wiil not only breed uption iu public life 
and demoralization in private’ife, but will compel, 
in periods of depression, an increased tate of taxa- 
tion forthe people or an increase of the bonded 
debt for the goverument. 

Then stating that there is but one safe 
course, viz,‘ the reduction of taxation to the 
necessary requisites of an honest, efficient ad- 
ministration of the government, the report dis- 
cusses the question, “Upon what artieles 
shall the reduction be made?’ And proceeds: 

“The commiittce havedetermined to recommend 
a reduction of revenues from both customs and in- 
terral each. They have carefully keptin view at 
all times tl e interests of the manuiacturer, laborer, 
producer and consumer, 

The bill herewith reported to the houses not 
oftered as a perfect bill. Many articles are left sub- 
ject to ae which might weli be transferred to the 
free list. Many articles are left subject to rates of 
duty which might be leszened.

In the progressive growth of our manufacturers 
we have reached the point where our capacity to 
wroduce is farin excess of the requirements of our 
10me comsumption. As a consequence, many of our 
mills are closed, and many of those still in opera- 
tion arerunnibg on shorttime. This condition is 
hurtfulto the manufacturer, to the laberer, ard 
producer ot materials consumed in manufacture, 
fhe manufacturer loses the profit on bis capital, 
the laborcr leses his wages and the pre- 
ducer of materials consumed in manufacture 
loses the market for his products, Manufacturers 
in wany instances, to guard against losses by lower 
prices caused by an over-supply in the home market, 
are organizing trusts,, combinations and pogls te 
limit the production and keep up prices. This 
vicious condition of business could not exist with 
low duties on imports. Prohibitory tariffs surround 
the country with lines of investment and prevent 
all relief from without, while trusts, combinations 
and pools plunder the people within. Inacountry 
ifke ours, prolific in ifs resources, where the 
awards of labor are large; the capitalist 
may by such method keep his investments 
seenre and still make profits, but what is .o become 
of the Jatorers who are thrown out of employment 
by stopping the wheels of mathinery and Jimiting 
the amount of production? And what isto bocome 
of the producer of materials to be Consumed by the 
Seamrrfactusey? W hen the fires are shut off, the la- 
borer and materia!« are shut off at the same time, 
for both are gone. Whetherthey laborin the fac- 
tory or the fiela; whether they proauce cotton, 
wool, hemp, fist, coal or ore; whether the product 
of their daily :aboris cloth, iron, steel, boots or shoes, 
they must have constant employment to obtain for 
themselycs and families the neeessaries and com- 
forts of life. When out of employment, with rations 
cut short, with low prices for their p-oducts, caused 
by the closing of the market, they siill must pay for 
whatever their daily wants require the priccs 
which the trusts have fixed. What is the remedy 
for this wrong? It is more extended markcts for the 
sale of our products, and constant and active com- 
petition in usiness, With active com- 
petition, combinations and pools are im- 
possiile. With the markets of the world 
opey to us our manufacturers may run thefr mills 
on fulltime, give constant empioyment to their 
laborers with a sieadily increasing rate of wages. 
With the markets of the world oyen to the sale of 
their products they will create an active and con- 
stant demand for all raw materials required in 
manufacturing which will stimulate, promote and 
reward the wool grower and producer of cotton, 
hemp, flax. hides, ores and other materials of man- 
ufacture. 

The annual product of our manufactures is now 
estimated at $7 ,000,€09,000, of which 
amount we export only about $136,000,000, 
or less than two per cent. If we could obtain free 
of duty such raw materials as we do not produce, 
and can only be procured in foreign countries, and 
mix with our home product in’various branches of 
manufacture, we could soon increase our exports 
several hundred millions. With untaxed raw ma- 
terials we could keep our miils running on full 
time, our operatives in constant employment, 
and have an active demand tor our raw 
materials in our factories. If there should be no 
duty on any material entering Into manufactures, 
many articles now made abroad would be made at 
home, which, while it would give more employ- 
ment to our own laborers, would give a better mar- 
ket to many articiés which we produce and which 
enter into manufactures, such as cotton, wool, 
hemp, flax and others. 

In starting on this policy we bave_ transferred 
many articles from the dutiable to the free list, 
Reventiles mow received on these articles 
amount to $22,189,505. Three-fourths of 
this amount is collected on articles that 
enter into manufactures, of which wool and tin 
plates are the most important. The revenues de- 
rived from woo! during the last fiscal year amount- 
ed to $5,899,816.63, and revenue from tin plates to 
$5,.306.438.08. The repeal of all duties on wool en- 
ables us to reduce duties on manufactures of wool 
$12,332,211.65. The largest reduction we have made 
is in woolen schedule, and this reduction was only 
made possible by putting wool on the free list. There 
is no greater need tor duty on wool than there is for 
duty on any other raw material. The duty on wool 
mikes it necessary to impose a higher duty on goo ts 
made from wool, andthe consumer has to pay a 
double tax. If we leave wool untaxed the con- 
sumer has to pay tax only on the manufactured 


ods. 
eerhe Wool Growers association asked us to put on 
a duty high enough to prevent the importation of 
all wools. If congress grants this joint request, 
what are the people to do for woolen clothing? Ar: 
the people to be compelled by congress to 
wear cotton goods in winter or go without, 
to give bounties to the wool growers and wo o! 
manufacturers. In the woolen schedule we 
have substituted advalorem for specific duties. 
Specifie duties are favorite to those who are to be 
benefitted by high rates, who are protected against 
competition, and protected in combinations against 
the consumer of their products, for of the consum- 
er’s tax repays the manufacturer. An advalorem 
rate taxes everything according to its value. A duty 
of forty per cent. advalorem would have imposed a 
tax of $1.44 0n a yard of broadcloth, and thirteen 
cenis on cotton warp cloth, which costs 45 cents 
and the duty would bave teen fair to both. As it 1s, 
the tax is 180 per cent on cheap cloth and 50 per 
cent on high priced broadcloth. In cotton, 
goods the schedule was the same—‘vicious, inequable 
and illogical,’ the results of specific taxation. 

A decrease of the production of hemp and 
flax under the duty 1s discussed, and reasons 
given for placing on the free list, also briefly 
reductions on earthen and glassware and steel 


rails. ' : 

On sugar the report says: 

“We hase reduoel the revenue received from 
Sigar about twenty per cent, and extended first 
class from No. 13 to No. 16, Dutch standard of color, 
sugars between Nos. 13 and 16 are grades of brown 
sugars which can go into cousumption without re- 
fining, and consumers may protect theinsel ves 
against trusts and combinations by purchasing 
these grades of imported sugars when the price of 
refined is put up and kept up by organized trusts of 
domestic manufacturcrs. be rate of all sugars 
abo:e No, 16 is reduced, so that foreign 
refined sugars may be imported to prevent 
high price and protect consumers against combina- 
tions.”’ 

The report concludes: 

The bill, which the committee reports, provides

Funeral of the Late Chief Justicé Waite in 
Toledo, 


TOLEDO, March 29.— All business is supended 
today. The city is crowded with athneate, 
and buildings, public and private, afe covered 
With mourning emblems. The special train 
bearing the remains of Chief Justice Waite 
arrived at 10 o’clock. The casket containing 
the body was removed at once from the special 
car and placed in the hearse and the funeral 
cortege moved up Summit street in the follow-

After the private view by the fantily; the 
remains were carried to the gilt rooms of 
Frinity church where they were viewed by 
thousands till 5:45, when the coffin was Closed 
and was removed to the chancel of the eurch 
adjoining. 

Kither side of main aisle were seated by 
supreme judges of the United States, ‘their 
marshals, committees from the United States 
senate aud house o@representatives, judgés of 
United States court, Governor Foraker and 
staff, supreme court of Ohio, national and state 
officers from a distance, Lientenant-Governor 
Atkins and committee from the state senate, 
speaker of the house and committee piembers 
of the Ohio legisiature, bar of Lucas county, 
and visiting judges and lawyers ; officers of the 
city government; board of trade. Representa- 
tives of the press from a distance, accompanied 
by local press, eccupied seats at the front and 
extreme left of the church. | 

The services in the church consisted of the 
regular funeral services of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church. At the conclusion ef the regu- 
lar service, Rev. Dr. H. B. Walbridge, former 
rector of Trinity church, and now of New York 
city, delivered a fitting and tender address 
that was very impressive. 

After the services at the church, the remains 
were placed in the hearse, and the procession 
formed and wended its silent way to Forest 
cemetery. 


A RETALIATION BILL. 


Senator Farwell’s Plan to Stop Discrimina- 
tion Against American Products. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—Senator Farwell 
today introdnced a bill authorizing and direct- 
ing the president to make a proclama- 
tion prohibiting the importation of products 
of foreign states in certain cases. 
The bill recites that products’. of 
the United States are unjustly discriminated 
against by ¢-rtain foreign states on various ill- 
founded preitexts, laying restrictions on the im- 
portation of such products, and that diplomatic 
negotiations conducted through a series of 
years by the United States have failed to 
secure the removal of these unjust and dis- 
criminating restrictions. Itthen provides that 
whenever a minister or other chief diplomatic 
representative of United States to any foreign 
state shall officially report the failure of the 
efforts of the United States to secure the re- 
moval of any discrimination by such foreign 
state against any product ofthe United States, 
the president shall be authorized and directed 
jomake proclamation directing that such pro- 
ducts of any foreign state, as he may deem 
proper, shall be excluded from importation to 
the United States; this proclamation to take 
effect sixty days after its issuance; after this 
said sixty days the importation of any article 
named in the proclamation shall be unlawful. 
The president is authorized on such represen- 
tations, as he may deem _ necessary to 
the public. interests, to modify or 
suspend the proclamation. 

Section two makes it a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by fine and imprisonment, for any per- 
son to knowingly import into the United 
States any article prohibited by the president’s 
preclamation. 

Section three provides that whenever in the 
opinion of the president it shall be necessary 
for the protection of animals in the United 
States against infectious or contagious diseases 
he may, by proclamation, suspend the impor- 
tation of animals fora limited time and mod- 
ify, revoke or renew the proclamation as pub- 
lic interests may require. 


WAYS THAT ARE DARK. 
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A Scheme that was Carried Out by Custom- 
house Otlicers. 

San Francisco, March 29.—A _ sensation 
was created in the United States circuit court 
today in the trial of Ferdinand Ciprico and E. 
A. McLean, ex-custom inspectors, who were 
recently indicted with W. A. Boyd, also an 
ex-inspector, on charges of fraud and conspira- 
cy in dealing in Chinese return certificafes. 
Boyd, who has been confined in jail several 
months, came into court and made a full con- 
fession of conspiracy in which he said Ciprico 
McLean, interpreter, J. E. Kipp and him- 
self were engaged. Boyd stated that in Janu- 
ary, 1885, the conspirators made an agreement 
witha man named A. Hanse, that the latter 
should take return certificates to China and 
seil them. Boyd had charge of the registra- 
tion department in the customhouse and the 
certificates were obtained by procuring the ser- 
vices of aflarge number of Chinese who 
had no intention of going to China, but who 
would present themselves at the customhonse 
for registration, and be furnished with the 
white tag which entitled them to a certificate, 
which of course they never procured. The 
conspirators would then collect these white 
tags, which were evidence of Qhinamen’s de- 
parture, and then issue certiticates which they 
retained in their own possessions. Boyd stated 
that about 100 certificates would be obtained 
in this manner on the departure of every 
steamer. When Hanse first sailed he carried 
about 500 certificates obtained in this way, and 
during the next few months 500 or 600 more 
were sent him. These he sold in China, and 
the money was returned to this city for distri- 
bution among the conspirators. 

Chinese who purchased certificates came 
over on steamers and were landed in this 
country. Boyd stated he had been induced to 
give this evidence at the solicitation of Assist- 
ant District Atterney McPike, and at the con- 
clusion of testimony MecPike moved that 
charges against Boyd be dismissed, and_ that 
he be discharged from custody, which Judge 
Sawyer granted. A nolle prosse was entered 
in the case of ex-Inspector Whaly, who was 
indicted on similar charges, and an order was 
made directing the marshal to take Interpreter 
Kipp into custody. 

Visiting the South. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 29.—The third 
of the series of excursions inaugurated by the 
scuthern railroads, is bringing thousands of 
visitors from the north and northwest to this 
section. The Central Traffic association meets 
the half rates made by the southern lines, and 
all trains that arrived yesterday were loaded 
with northern and northwestern prospectors. 
Fully four hundred stopped over in this city, 
and a8 many passed through. Railroad men 
estimate that fully five thousand were brought 
south on this excursion.

| A RIOT IN CHICAGO. - 


Striking Switchmen Attack the 
New Men 


AND DRIVE THEM AWAY FROM A TRAIN 


Several Men Badly Bruised—Arrest and Im 
prisonment of One of the Mob— Strike 
On the St. Paul Koad. 

Cuicaao, Mareh 20.—The first encounter 

between sympathizers of tho striking switch- 
men, and men who haye replaced them, took 
place at 4:30 o’clock this afternoon, when a 
switch eugine and its crew attempted to trans- 
fer some freight cars to the Northwestern 
tracks. A crowd of switchmen of other roads 
were about the place, and began to jeer at the 
néw inen on the ‘“‘Q”’ engine. When the train 
reached Kezsic street and Western avenue it 
ran off a switch that had been turned, anda 
number of cars were ditched. The mob then 
set upon the crew of the engine and the train, 
and the fireman and engineer took to their 
heels, getting numerous cuffs as they escaped. 
The new switchmen followed suit, and were 
pursued and roughly used by the crowd, which 
was made upof the toughest kind of men. 
Six or eight Pinkerton men were disarmed 
and beaten, and Division Superintendent 
John Bester, of the Burlington road, 
who was on the freight train, was 
also badly used up. The riot created great ex- 
citement and Pinkérton men and police tiock- 
ed tothe scene. The mob quickly despersed, 
however, and only one man was arrested— 
William Quirk. The police were ordered to the 
scene of disturbance from nearly all the sta- 
tions. Quirk was a Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul switchman and this arrest precipitat- 
ed a strike of 174 switchmen, twenty-cight 
engineers and twenty-eight firemen on the St. 
Paul road, when it was known that he had been 
arrested. The crowd followed him to the sta- 
tion house and endeavored to get him released. 
Numerous offers of {bail were made 
$3,000 surety for his appearance was offered, 
but he was locked up. When the crowd real- 
ized that their comrade had to remain in the 
police station, the St. Paulmen in their rage, 
dec'ded to strike, and immediately deserted 
their engines. Tho whole yard’s force of 
switchmen, engineers and firemen, 227 in all, 
quit work, leaving 28 engines standing on the 
tracks. The strikers say the St. Paul road has 
been particularly friendly te the Burlington, 
and they have becn ready and willing to quit 
for some time. 

The strike of the St. Paul men came to an 
end as quickly as it had begun. At 8:30 p. m. 
two officials of the St. Paul succeeded in 
having Quirk released on bail. Hewent at 
once to where the strikers were in session, and 
was greeted with enthusiam. His presence 
put them in good humor, and it was speedily 
resolved that a resumption of work was the 
proper course to purgue. By o'clock p. m. 
the men were again at their posts, and every- 
thing on the St, Paul was moving along 
mane as though nothing unusual had hap- 
pened. 


BURIED ALIVE. 
Sixty Miners Lose Their Lives by an Ex- 
plosion. 

Ricu Hiit, Mo., March 29.—About four 
o'clock, this afternoon, there was a rumbliug 
sound fir mine No. 8 atthis place,-and a mo- 
ment afterward a fearful explosion occurred 
that entirely wrecked the mine and buried in 
the debris over one hundred miners, who were 
cut off from all means of escape. Up to the 
hour of sending this dispatch forty bodies have 
been taken out and at least fifteen more are 
expected to have met a similar fate. The 
superintendent of the mine was taken out 
badly injured, but will survive. In the terri- 
ble excitement and confusion it is impossible 
to give a list of names, or even an estimate as 
to the full extent of the disaster, but it is now 
thought that over fifty men were killed. 

Later.—The mine is situated eight miles dis- 
tant from town. There were two explosions, 
and it is said the total loss of life will reach 
sixty men. Rich Hill is located in Bates 
county, one hundred miles south of Kansas 
City, on the Missouri Pacific. It is the center 
of the coal mining district. 

Kansas City, March 20.—Later information 
is that there has today been two explosions in 
Rich Hill mine, and a third is dreaded. The 
first explosion occurred at 12:10 p. m., killing 
twenty or thirty. Superintendent Sweeney 
and his assistants immediately began the work 
of rescuing the imprisoned miners, and up to 
4:30 had taken out fifteen men. <A second ex- 
plosion then took place, and Superintendent 
Sweeney and his aides were imprisoned. 

The fire was terrific, the flames shooting out 
from the top of the 270 foot shaft likea great 
furnace. Hundreds of men, women and cnhil- 
dren are now crowded about the burning shaft, 
and the scene is heartrending in the extreme. 
At one o’clock tonight another explosion was 
momentarily expected. The flames were al- 
most within reach of the magazine, containing 
between 300 and 400 kegs of powder. The 
mines belong to the Keith and Perry coal com 
pany, and were inspected about two months 
ago. : ‘ 

A Strike at Pitisbuarg. 

Pirtsspura, March 20. — The employes of 
Spang, Chalfant & Co.’s tube works struck to- 
day. The firm issued the old time discharge 
notice to all who did not apply for work this 
morning. Not one applied for work and the 
millis idle. The plant has been in operation 
about half the time and the employes wanted 
the work divided equally amongthem. They 
made this request yesterday, which was not 
granted and they resolved not to returp to 
work. About 350 men are idle. 
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Six Weeks in the Jury Box, 

BRANDON, Miss., March 20.—[{Special.}]—In 
the trial of Hamilton for the murder of Gam- 
brell, this being the sixth week, one white and 
one colored witness put the carriage on the 
bridge during the shooting. The sensation of 
the day was the court ordering the sheriff to 
search every person applying to be admitted 
into the courtroom tomorrow, saying that if 
any pistols or any deadly weapons were found, 
that he would visit the severest punishment 
in his power. Since the trial began it has 
been netorious to be observed thet partisans 
of both sides had pistols in their pockets, and 
since the little trouble between McLaurin for 
defense and Brame for the state, two days ago, 
in which the sheriff prevented blows, a row 
has been imminent.

PETERSBURG, Va., March 29.—The republi- 
can state committee, General Mahone chairman. 
met here tonight to decide on a plan of organization 
of the republican party in the state, and fix the time 
and place for holding the state convention. The 
committee has been in session several hours, but up 
to midnight nothing bad been given out as to the 
action taken.

There was considerable opposi- 
tion to the plan adoptea providing for the selection 
of delegates to the national convention by the state 
eonvention, and a minority of the committe are 
firm in the declaration that despite the action of the

November last, shot 
and wounded Daisy Harris, his paramour, « 
buxom mulatte woman, was tried in the city 
court today. He was charged with assault with 
intent to murder. Walker had been living in 
crimifial intimacy with thé woman several 
years; and after he had squandered all 
his money and lost his standing, she deserted 
him. On the day of the shooting, he followed 
her into a law office, and after she refused to 
renew her former criminal relation, he drew a 
revolver and shot her.

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BUTTING OUT HIS ERAINS. 


The Terrible Effort of @ Prisoner at 
Saicide. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kans., March 29. —fSpe- 
cial.}—At 4 o'clock yesterday morning John 
Macky,a prisoner confined in the city jail,serv- 
ing out a fifty days’ sentence for vagrancy, ate 
tempted snicide in a most remarkable manner. 
At that houra colored trusty at the jail was 
awakened by alond, thumping noise, which 
came from the cell at the southeast corner of 
the jail, where a number of prisoners were 
confined for the night. Tlrinking some of the 
men had got into a fight, he called out for 
them to keep quiet. The noise continned.and 
he got upand went to the door when, to his 
surprise, he saw Macky vigorously butting the 
heavy cross-barred door with his head. He 
ordered him to stop, but Maeky paid no atten- 
tion tohim, and continued to pound the bar. 
The bloood spurted from large scalp wounds 
in the man’s head at every blow. 

The ‘‘trusty,” after considerable trouble, 
aroused the prisoners, who were sleeping, and 
got some of them to catch Macky and hold’ 

iim. He refused to say anything, and nude 
several attempts to get back to the door again, 
but when he found he could notdose he be- 
came — The jailer was aroused, and the 
man’s head was examined, and it was found 
that a section of the scalp, nearly three inches 
square, had been cut from the head; leaving 
the skull bone bare. The wounds were wash- 
ed, the scalp placed about the head, and the 
man then remained quiet until this morning, 
when his wounds were dressed by the city 
physician. Macky insisted that he knew noth- 
ing of the affair nntil the men caught -hold of 
him and held him quiet. The physician thinks 
his injuries will, without the greatest care, 
prove fatal, a5 the scalp is pounded toa pulp 
and the membrane entirely destroyed. When 
suppuration takes place be is of the opinion 
em it will all come off, leaving theskull 
are. 
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WOULD RATHER DIE ma - at 
Four Sisters of a Once Prosper Family 
Starving to Deatl. 

Mount Hotty, N. J., March 29.— Four 
daughters of the late Rev. S. Aaron, known 
forty years ago as a gentleman of rare attain- 
ments andin high standing, have been found 
te he actually starring to death. . 

at his death Mr. Aaron left a smali estate— 
a part of which was the house in Mount Holly 
where his daughters have since lived. Having 
but small means they lived economically. 
Recently they have been seen but little by the 
neignubers, and it was, found Sunday that one 
of the sisters, Miss Mary Ann Aaron, was 
dead, and that Mrs. Wiegand, a married 
sister,“was so ill that her life was despaired of. 
Then the cause of the trouble was learned. 
There was no food in the house, no stoves, and 
what little coal there was was buried undera 
quantity of ashes inthe cellar. Too proud to 
beg, the sisters preferred to starve, and they 
would in all probability have been dead today 
had it not been for the kindness of the neigh- 
bors. Butthe aid came too late, for Mrs.

DISCOVERED IN TIME, 


Prisoners Make a Plot to Escape, But Are 
Thwarted. 

W ASHINGTON, March 29.—It has heen dis- 
covered that a conspiracy had been formed by 
eighteen or twenty of the more desperate of 
the prisoners in the district jail, who are under 
sentence to Albany penitentiary, to murder 
the guards, if necessary, release their fellow- 

risoners and make their escape. In some un- 
cnown way the prisoners had come into posses- 
sion of a wire rope, by means of which they 
were to reach the corridor, thence making a 
desperate break for liberty; but it was found 
that the rope was too short for their purpose, 
and so the plot was changed.

It is 
said that the prisoners expected outside as- 
sistance. The ofiicers received information of 
the plot through one of the prisoners not in 
the conspiracy, who overheard a conversation 
detailing the plans and purposes of the plot- 
ters.

TARIFF REVISION. 


Discussed in the House by Sev- 
éral Members. 


Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, Says Minnesotans, 
Regardless of Party, Are in Favor of 
Increasing the Free List. 

WasutnorTon, March 29.—In the house Mr. 
Enloe, of Tennessee, reported adversely the 
resolution calling upon the postmaster general 
for the following information : 

First. What instructions, if any, have been 
given to subordinate officers of the postoffice 
department intended to prohibit American 
citizens from using the United States mails on 
the same terms as Canadian citizens, living in 
the same village and competing in business 
with such American citizens? 

Second. Whether any statutes prohibits 
mailing in Canada of seeds, plants, and bulbs 
grown by Americans on American soil? 

Third. Whether by the provision of recent 
orders, officers of the postal service of the Uni- 
ted States are authorized to place an espionage 
on Canadian mails for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether citizens of the United States 
are availing themselves of the beneficient pro- 
visions accorded to Canadian citizens by the 
present treaty. A report accompanying the 
resolutions states that the resolution partakes 
more of a criticism of the standing law, a pro- 
test against its enforcement, an arraignment of 
the postmaster-general for enforcing the law, 


‘than of a proper resolution of inquiry. 


After a somewhat heated political debate, 
Mr. Peters, of Kansas, wished to amend the 
resolution by striking out the words which 
were considered to reflect upon the postoffice 
department; but was not permitted to present 


the amendment. 

The resolution was tabled—yeas 125, nays 
122. 

Mr. Sowden, of Pennsylvania, rose to pre- 
sent a resolution bearing on the same subject; 
but Mr. Reed demanded the regular order. 

Mr. Randall then moved to reconsider the 
vote by which resolution was tabled, stating 
that his object was to get a respectful resolu- 
tion of inquiry. 

Mr. Reed demanded the yeas and nays, say- 
ing that he did not wonder that the brethren 
wanted toexplain. The motion to reconsider 
was lost; yeas 122, nays 127, 

Mr. Clements, from the committee on ap- 
propriations,|jreported the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill. ty 

Mr. Oates, from the committee on revision 
of the laws, reported a bill to prohibit aliens 
from acquiring title or owning lands within 
the United States. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on the Indian appropriation bill. 

Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, took advantage 
of the general debate to speak on the tariff. It 
was not honest, he said, to call men who fa- 
vored tariff reduction free traders. Men who 
opposed all forms of taritf reduction were not 
the only friends of American labor, nor were 
they the only guardians of American enter- 
prise. The question of pretection or free trade 
was not fairly involved inthe problem that 
congress had to solve. The question was 
whether the surplus shotld be got rid of by 
extravagant expenditures or whether taxes 
should be reduced. The great body of the 
people were agreed that the surplus 
should be reduced by a_ reduction of 
taxation. The next question presented 
was whether that reduction should be applied 
to the tariff or internal revenue taxes A re- 
duction of the tax on liquors he held to be out 
of the question, and as to the tobacco tax, 
while there was a greater diversity of opinion, 
he thought there was no serious claim for its 
removal. Tariff taxes may properly be divided 
into two parts—revenue taxes, like that on tea 
aud coffee, and protective taxes, like that on 
commerce not foreign to our own country. 
Only so high a duty should be laid as would 
fairly cover the difference in the cost of pro- 
duction here and abroad. That is what he 
termed a low tariff, any rate above that wasa 
high tariff. It had been the fashion to ascribe 
the higher wages of this country to the tariff. 
That he considered to be a false pretense, 
England was free trade, while Austria, 
Germany, Italy and France were protection, 
and yet wages in England were much higher 
than upon the continent. The main cause for 
the lower wages of Europe was to be found in 
the density of population and the greater supe 
ply of labor. Hesent tothe clerk’s desk and 
had read a letter received by him from 
Charies A. Pilsbury, of Minnesota, (who, he 
stated, was a prominent republican,) warmly 
commending his course in congress upon the 
tariff question, and declaring that ninety per 
centof the democrats and seventy-five per 
cent of the republicans of Minnesota agreed 
The reading of the 
letter was applauded on the democratic side. 

Mr. Nelson, continuing, said that when our 
great west is filled up and we begin to approxi- 
mate Europe in population, then our labor 
would fail to get better wages under a protec- 
tive system. He read from a_ consulor 
report to show the bad effects attributed 
to the protective tariff in Austria. When la- 
bor found nothing to do and manufacturers 
found no market the patient was beyond r a h 
of tariff remedies. He referred to the bill ine 
troduced by himself placing sugar, manilla, 
hemp, jute, and coal and sisal grass on the free 
list, and said that taking sugar, allin all, every 
dollar’s worth used in this country paid 82 
cents in taxes. Hemp, jute, sisal grass, ma- 
nilla and twines had paid $63,000,000 in taxes 
during the last fiscal year on imports of $98,- 
000,000, an average advalorem duty of 64.78 
per cent. Did not these figures speak for 
themselves? He read a letter from a promi- 
nent farmer in his section saying that bindin 
twine cost 165 cents per pound, which amounte 
to two cents per bushel on wheat and that 
some relief should be afforded. 

Mr. Wade, of Missouri, interrupted the 
speaker to deciare that le bought his twine at 
11 cents per pound. 

Continuing, Mr. Nelson sent to the desk 
and had read extracts from Minnesota news- 
papers and private letters to himself, favoring 
tariff revision. The reading was received with 
great applause on the democrat side. 

One of these letters was from a lumber man- 
ufacturer, who thanked him (Nelson) for in- 
cluding lumber in the free list of his bill, and 
adding that except he feared it would embar- 
rass the measure, he would be glad to see wool 
includ d also. Another correspondent begs 
relief from the high tax on window glass, say- 
ing that it equals the cost of glass at Antwerp, 
and that the country had been long enough at 
the mercy of Pittsburg manufacturers. Sti] 
another man Writes that the Nelson bill is good 
enough asfar as it goes, but for God’s sake 
amend it by putting wool on the free list. He 
adjures Mr. Nelson not to be frightened by the 
bleating of sheep. They need no more protec- 
tion than hogs. 

Mr. Nelson next quoted the western repub- 
lican platforms declaring in favor of a reduc- 
tion in tariff at an carly day, and added, 
amidst the laughter and applause of demo- 
i, ‘and now my friends is the appointed 

ime. 

Continuing, he said that even as stiff a pro- 
tectionist as Senator Sherman had been 
forced at a meeting of the Home Market club 
at Boston, to admit the necessity for tariff re- 
vision and declare in favor of the admission, 
free of duty, of such material articles as did 
not compete with domestic products. 

In face of these platform pledges, and these 
admissions; in the face of the great and grow- 
ing sree taken fromjthe people and used by 
certain banks without consideration therefor. 
it made him sick at heart to think that 
there were leading men on his side of the 
chamber who, at this junction, could not 
think of any other field for tax reduction than 
on whisky and tobacco. Surely thesc were 
not things on which the poor laboring man 
kept his family. Would it not be better to 
give them cheaper clothes and food and shel- 
ter? He would put free sugar, free salt and 
free lumber against free whisky and free to- 
bacco. So would the great mass of the Ameri- 
—_ eople. {Applause on the democratic 
side. 

Mr. Funston, of Kansas, attempted to put 
some questions to Mr. Nelson, but the latter 
remarked that the a could have the 
floor to himself, and took his seat, not replyin 
to Mr. Funston’s challenge as to why he did 
not put wheat on the free list.

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| OBSERVING GOOD FRIDAY. 


After Passing Bills on the Calendar the 
Senate Adjourns Until Saturday. 


Wasnincton, March 29.—In the senate, on 
motion of Mr. Edmunds, it was ordered that, 
tomorrow being Good Friday, when the 
senate adjourn today it be to meet Saturday. 

Among the bills reported from committees 
and placed on the calendar was the revit 

Senate bill for a public building at Norfolk, 
Va. ; $250,000. 

Mr. Berry addressed the senate on the sub- 
ject of the president’s message. He spoke of 
the universal interest awakened by the bold 
and fearless manner in which the system of 
federal taxation was discussed in that message, 
and said that the time could not much longer 
be delayed when some change must be made 
in that system. When fairly canvassed and 
understood, its injustice would, he believed, 
necessitate achange. Taxation should be for 
revenue purposes only. The present system is 
utterly indefensible; it was fundamentally 
wrong in principle and doubly wrong it its de- 
tails. As tothe proposition of the protectionists 
to repeal the taxes on whisky, beer and tobac- 
co, he expressed himself as entirely opposed to 
it. Taxes could be collected on these articles 
with less injury to the people than on any ar- 
ticles consumed by the human family; and so 
long as it was necessary to collect taxes for the 
use of the government, it was utterly indefen- 
sible to say that they should be removed from 
whisky and beer. Under the system of protec- 
tion the foreign trade of the country had been 
ruined, so that now the American flag could 
rarely be seen in foreign ports. Labor had 
been arrayed against capital; strikes had been 
encouraged, and a species of government pa- 
ternalism established which threatened to de- 
stroy the very frame-work of American insti- 
tutions and to build up astrong consolidated 
government. He spoke of the ways and means 
bill as moderate and conservative, and favored 
an income tax on all incomes over $3,000, so as 
to produce enough to pay all pensions. 

The senate then. proceeded to the considera- 
tion of bills on the calendar, only those being 
taken up to which there was no objection. 

The total number of bills passed is 611, near- 
ly all of alocal character, and only two of in- 
terest in the south. « 

These were bills appropriating $20,000 for 
the completion of the monument to Mary, the 
mother of Washington, at Fredericksburg, 
Va., and to authorize the construction of 
bridges over St. Mary’s, Satilla, Little Satilla 
and Crooked rivers in Georgia and Florida. 
The senate adjourned to Saturday. :

In Dublin, the south- 
ern suburb, the canalis very high, and the 
Dublin and Calhoun street bridges are weight- 
ed down with car wheels and stones to prevent 
their being washedaway. On Calhoun street, 
between Campbell and Jackson, the street car 
track is covered, and the cars pull through two 
foet of water for two hundred yards. As yet, 
the water Is only into low placesin the city 
and in the suburbs, among the settlements of 
yiegroes and poorer whites. 

To those people it isa great inconvenience, 
and in some cases a source of apprehension, 
but as yet it has not come into any business 
portion of the city, or any residence section 
except those mentioned above. Except the 
loss of time to the factories, which are forced 
to shut down, and the work and expense that 
it will give the streets and drains committee, 
no harin has yet been done. Should the rise 
continue for three feet more, however, the 
water willcome into a very large portion of 
the city. It is rising steadily, and when it 
will stop depends simply upon the amouut of 
rain that has fallen in the up country, and is 
yet to come. 

At nine o’clock p. m., it has reached thirty- 
one feet ten inches, and is rising about two 
inches per hour. 


THE SITUATION IN ROME. 


The Business Men of the Hill City Enjoying 
a Holiday. 

Rome, Ga., March 29.—[Special.]—Rome is 
enjoying a holiday, the merchants having 
made all necessary preparations for a freshet. 
They are taking advantage of their enforced 
leisure to enjoy a much needed rest. The riv- 
ers continued torise slowly last night, but it 
was not till noon today that water encroached 
on Broad and other streets. Since noon, the 
rise has averaged two inches an hour, and still 
continues at that rate. Some portions of lower 
Broad street, First. Second and Third avenues 
and a part of the Fourth ward, are under wa- 
ter, from one to three feet. Very few stores 
or dwellings have, as yet, been invaded, but 
the steady rise, which will doubtless continue 
until midnight, will cause others to be sub- 
merged slightly. 

It is thought that the present freshet will 
reach that of 1884, which is considered as 
among the minor freshets, and which was 
about eight feet below the flood of 1586. 

Street cars are still running and are well 
patronized. In some parts of Broad andother 
streets batteaux are plying for short distances. 
Ladies and children are out in force, anda 
Cheeriul air pervades all classes. The damage 
caused by the freshet in the city will perhaps 
reach two or three thousand dollars, including’ 
the exnenses of moving. No casualties are 
reported. Trains on the Rome railroad have 
been discontinued, but the East Tennessee 
trains are running, but not on schedule time. 
Telegraphic communications are uninterrupt- 
ed. The office of the Western Unioncom- 
pany is still high and dry. In some placesthe 
Bireets are submerged while sidewalks are dry. 
Merchants may be seen sitting in frowt of their 
Stores enjoying their leisure. 


DELAYED TRAINS AT COLUMBUS. 


The Bridges in Danger—A Casualty Report- 
ed. 

CoLumbvs, Ga., March 29.—[Special.]—It is 
thought that trains on railroads entering this 
City will resume regular schedules tomorrow.

The 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad has 
suffered but very little, only a small trestle 
bridge being washed away, and this was 
caused by a cloud burst near Talking Rock. 
At 10 o’clock on yesterday the water lacked 
several feet of reaching the track, and half an 
hour afterward it was six feet over it. It has 
run down today and all damages have been re- 
paired, and all trains will be running on 
regular schedule on the 30th, Friday. 


THE ALABAMA FLOODS. 


The Trains Delayed and People in the Tree 
Tops. 

Montoomery, Ala., March 29.—[Special.]— 
The flood in Alabama is still rising, but slowly, 
and the excitement is over. The situation has 
not changed materially today. The flooded 
districts are deserted, the people having moved 
with their live stock and other moveable pro- 
perty to the uplands. Montgomery is now 
feeling the effects of the freshet on every side. 
The gasworks and water both overflowed, and 
were shut down today. The electric lights are 
still burning, but dimly. The electric works 
are in danger of overflow. The city is com- 
paratively in the dark, with water, water, 
everywhere, and nevera drop to drink. Trains 
commenced running between this city and Ak- 
ron, on the Western railroad, today. The first 
train came in overthe Montgomery and Eu- 
faula railroad tonight and4will go out tomor- 
row. Thetrains onall other roads are still 
shut out by the flood and washouts. The 
damage done to the farming interest is almost 
incalculable. Iiundreds of acres of young 
corn and oatson the river plantations have 
overflowedand been destroyed. The Alabama 
river here has risen five fect today,and now 
covers a vast stretch of country. The 
waters are still rising slowly, but it_is proba- 
ble that the freshet has about reached its worst. 
In some _locafities people were driven from 
their homes by high waters and forced to live 
in tree tops until rescued. The streams have 
been rising today, and it is expected that there 
will be some further rise in the waters here by 
tomorrow. 

SELMA SUBMERGED. 
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A Thousand Families Run Ont of Their 
Homes. 

SecmaA, Ala., March 29.—[{Special.]—The 
river rose six feet today, and is still rising. 
The south side is a perfect sheet of water, 
whereit spread during the day over a mile 
wide, The part east of Selma is completely 
submerged. A thousand families were rousted 
out of their homes in the overflowed districts. 
The water backed up into two factories, neces- 
sitating a suspension of work. More will fol- 
low. Wise’s lumber yard is under water. The 
loss is considerable. The water will probably 
deluge the gas works. Only three feet rise 
willaccomplish it. Houses floated down the 
river thisevening. The damage already re- 
sulted from the flood will aggregate five thou- 
sand dollars. The rains around this section of 
country has about ceased. A crisis in the 
river is expected tomorrow. Reports from 
down the river show incalculable damage as a 
result of the flood. Passenger trains on the 
East Tennessee road are running regular, but 
cautiously today.

Andrew White, charged with arson, who 

ewas granted a new trial at the September term 
of Butts superior court, was again tried at the 
March court, but the jury made a mistrial. 
lie will remain in jail till next September in 
default of a $300 bond. 

Near Abbeville, in this state, lives an aged 
man, a Mr. Statham, who was a lieutenant in 
Captain Jernigan’s company in the Indian 
war of 1836. This old soldier took part in the 
Indian fight that occurred near Dawson in 
36, and was the person who ascended the pine 
tree to Watch the motions of the Indians, who 
were concealed some distance inthe swamp. 
This tree is still standing. 

An old negro woman, Scylla Middlébrooks, 
who was a witness in a criminal case in Talbot 
superior court, was called to the stand. As she 
mounted the stand she astonished and amused 
all within the courtroom by turning to bis 
honor, Judge Smith, and saying, while she 
bowed very politely: ‘‘Good nrorning, Ee 
She then turned to the jury and.said: ‘“‘Good 
morning. gentlemen.”’ Judge ‘Smith, with a 
due appreciation of the old lady’s politeness, 
bowed and responded, ‘good morning 
madam.”’ 

The superior court of Columbia county com- 
menced on Monday.

On 
the above occasion a negro by the name of 
Green Lazenby, in company with another 
negro, went te the house of Yarbrough for the 
purpose of killing or robbing him. ¥ arbrough 
escaped from the house and ran to thatofa 
neighbor, where he borrowed a gun for the 
purpose of defending himself and home against 
the assaulting parties. The neighbor 
accompanied him, and when nearing 
the home of the latter the two were 
met by acouple of negroes coming from the 
direetion of Yarbrough’s house. When the 
two couples had passed each other, Yarbrough 
claimed that one.of the men raised a_ pistol 
and was about to fire on him and his friend. 
Anticipating the design he fired first, with the 
above result. Theaffair, as already recited, 
occurred on the Augusta and Knoxville rail-, 
road, and Amos was left on the track by the 
request of Yuirbrough’s friend, whose design 
was that the train would run over the wound- 
ed man and so mutilate him as to hide the 
crime. ‘This friend was indicted as accessory 
to Yarbrough. There isone murder case for 
trial..

Grow Decidedly Sensational in 
Macon. : 


The Committee Appoints Itself as the Dele- 
gation—A Fatal Shoot- 
ing Reaults. 


Macon, Ga.. March 29.—[Special.]—A pri- 
mary meeting of colored republicans was held 
over the store of Issac Harris, in East; Macon 
tonight, 

After some addresses, a report was.asked of 
the committee of four directed to appoint dele- 
gates to attend the republican distriet cdnven- 
tion, which assembiés af Forsyth. A bomb 
shell was thirown into the meeting when the 
committee reported that they had appointed 
themselves instead of others. The committee 
consisted of W. Dunn} Robert Hart; J. N. 
Blackshear andjIsaac Harris.. They appoint- 
edas delegates J. N. Blackshear, Robert 
Hart and Isaac Harris, leaving 
one vacancy. This place different 
members desired to be occupied by W. H. 
Young, but Boyd Blackshear, who is a brother 
of Jolin’s, kicked at this, as he wanted to fill 
the place himself. 

Mose Green argued against him being placed 
on the celegation, which so incensed Boyd thct 
he wanted blood. Mose told him he would 
settle with him, if he would come out into the 
yard, but Boyd wanted immediate revenge, 
and quickly pulling out his pistol, tried to 
Shoot Mose. Friends interfered and matters 
quicted down by all assenting to 
Bovd being placed on the delegation; 
but his anger did not cool so rapidly as it 
seemed, for about 10:50 o’clock he entered 
into a hot discussion with Mose, cursing bim 
for dunning so much about a small board bill 
of ten dollars.

NOT THE BOY, 


Three Texan Officials Leave Macon Disap- 
pointed. 
From the Macon, Ga., Telegraph. 

On Monday evening three men arrived in 
Macon and registered at Brown’s hotel as ‘‘C. 
E. Dixon, W. H. Owensand R. B. Rosfeld, 
Atlanta.’”’ In spite of the fact that they regis- 
tered from Atlanta, there was an unmistak- 
able ‘Lexan air about them. 

As they passed along Fourth street, on their 
way uptown, they read the sign of Herman 
Lohnefeld over a jewelry store, and into this 
they went. Mr. Owens was formerly from At- 
lanta, and was a schoolmate of Mr. Bohnefeld, 
and he was proud to meet him, for Mr. Owens 
was among strangers. After telling his busi- 
ness in a confidentia! way, Mr. Bohnefeld di- 
rected them to Sheriff Westcott, and next 
morning all their plans had been arranged. 

Between 9 and 10 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
the three strangers accompanied by Deputy 
Sheriff Hodnett, went into the office of Dr. 
Battle, president of Mercer university. They 
wanted, they said, to see a young student 
named William Hooks. Young Hooks was in 
the preparatory department and he was sent 
for. On his going into the room he recognized 
the stranger Who had registered as Rosefeld 
and addressed him as Bartield. 

W hile they were engaged in looking over a 
warrant for the arrest of Hooks and on the 
requisition papers, Mr. Dixon called Dr. Bat- 
tle outside of the room and explained to him 
the object of their visit. He said a train had 
been robbed near Texarkana, and there were 
circumstances pointing to young Hooks as one 
of the bold buccaneers. 

UNDER GUARD. 

After a short talk the parly left the Uni- 
versity and went to Brown’s hotel and _pro- 
¢eeded to rcom No. 54, which they had en- 
gaged. It was here that Messrs. Owens and 
Dixon put young Hooks throngh a thorough 
examination. They questioned him closely as 
to.all his movements, and it seems that he 
gave satisfactory replies to every question pro- 
pounded, for late that evening he was given 
his freedom. The Texans then went to Mer- 
cer university,where they informed Dr. Battle 
that they were thoroughly satisfied of the in- 
nocence of young Hooks, and that they did not 
want him. But while they were satisfied 
themselves, they were in doubt as to what 
should bedone. They hadcome all the way 
from Texas after a man,and they did not 
know whether to go back without him or not. 
Accordingly they telegraphed to the governor 
of Texas for instructions, and it is presumed 
that be instructed them to leaye him, as they 
left on the two o’clock train yesterday after- 
noon for home, leaving young Hooks here, 
somewhat wrathy at being so interrupted in 
his studies. 

THE ROBBERY. 

In the Telegraph of March Ist the following 
telegram appeared : 

‘PINE BLUFFs, Ark., February 29.—In Arkansas, 
on the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas raflroad,about 
twenty miles be‘ow this city, as train No. 2, north 
bound, stopped at Kipgland about 1 o'clock this 
morning, three men stepped on the platform of the 
bagvave car, next to the engine. About a mile from 
Kingland the train suddenly came toa standstill. 

‘‘Conductor Browning stepped to the door to see 
what was wrong. As he openedthe door a bullet 
whistled by his head, and he at once retired inside 
the car, where he remained during the trouble. 

‘*The robbers went to workin acool and syste- 
matic way. They boarded the engine and com- 
manded the engineer and fireman to hold up their 
hands. Taking the fireman and engincer with 
them, the robbers ordered them to ca)l on the mes- 
senger to open thecar. They did as ordered, but he 
refused. Then they began a fusillade, which lssted 
while the attempts were being made to force their 
way into the cer. The fireman was ordered to 
take the slash bar from the engine and break inthe 
door of the car. He obeyed, but as he could not get 
in, after a minute’s delay the robbers set the car on 
fire. This forced the messenger toopen the door, 
and the engineer and fireman were made to get 
into the car first, their bodies thus protecting the 
robbers. They climbed in, and the messenger 
opened the safe without further trouble, and the 
contents were quickly trggsferred toa sack. The 
exact amount taken is nO® known, although it is 
bélieved to be large. The mail and the 

assengers were not molested. The engineerand the 
Reowes of this train were in charge of the train 
robbed at Genoa, Arkausas, a few weeksago. The 
messenger received a note at Texarkana warning 
him to watch out, but he paid no attention toit, be- 
lieving it to be a joke. The robbers were thirty-five 
minutes doing the work, Late reports are that be- 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 was taken, while some 
place the loss much higher. * The sheriff and a posse 
are in pursuit of the robbers.”

THE RALEIGH ROBBERY | 


Forgery Added tothe Crimes of 
Cross. 


A lieartbroken Father Learns of His Son's 
Disgrace--Hounding Down 
the Fugitive. 

RALEIGuw, N. C, March 29.—{Speciai.]— 
There were vague intimations last night that 
there would be some startling disclosures today 
in the matter of the State National bank 
defalcation here. These were verified today, 
for it was discovered that Charles E. Cross, 
president of the smashed bank, had added 
forgery to his crime of theft. It was found 
this morning that he had forged notes on 
several parties in Gates county, and that this 
forged paper had been deposited in bank. 
Among those, whose names were thus 
forged are Dr. James Parker, ex-State Senator 
D. O. Riodick and H. A. J. Morgan. It was 
further learned that he had forged paper on 
D. H. Graves, of Johnston county. 

Cross’s father, Thomas E. Cross, of Gates 
county, reached here this morning. 
He is an _ estimable and upright 


his son’s robbery of the bank, but when he was 
told that his son was a forger, he was utterly 
broken and gave up entirely. He cried aloud 
that he wished his son were dead before ' this 
curse came upon him. It is learned that after 
examining these forged papers carefully, Uni- 
ted States District Attorney Fab. H. Busbee 
informed Bank Examiner Tate that hefcould 
make up a case .gainst Cross for this crime 
which, he thougbt, would secure his extradi- 
tion, so there is now both hope and prospect 
that Cross will be brought back. 

There is no case against Cashier 
White onthis ground, so he is 
safe as faras known. District Attorney Bus- 
bee and Chief-of-Police Heartt began tele- 
graphing tonight in regard to the extradition 
of Cross. 

Cross’s father called on Governor Scales this 
morning. He was so overcome by emotion 
that he could hardly speak. The governor was 
also greatly moved by his distress, and at | 
other painful circumstances of the case. 

This morning one of the directors of the 
bank, who is Cross’s brother-in-law, informed 
me that Mrs. Williams, Cross’s mother-in-law, 
and Cashier White’s sister was ina dreadful 
condition of mind, and required medical at- 
tention. Cross and White appear to have 
plundered her of everything. 

District Attorney Busbee remarked today 
that it looked like the bank ‘would pay fifty 
cents on the dollar, that is that was the out- 
look at noon. Of course it is not yet known 
how much Cross and White stole. It was 
roughly calculated today that they probably 
got about two hundred and forty thousand dol- 
lars; of this sixty-two thousand was in cash 
taken away with them, and the rest was unac- 
counted for. At the last statement they said 
they had three hundred thousand dollars on 
deposit subject to check. It is figured that 
one-third of this was lent out, leaving 
two hundred thousand dollars, from which 
twenty thousand cash found Monday must be 
taken, leaving $180,000, which added to the 

$60,000 they are known to have taken, makes 
the total possibly bagged $242,000. It is stated 
that Rufus S. Tucker, of this city, will proba- 
bly be appointed receiver of the bank.,: 

» Bartimore, March 29.—Gilpin, Langdon & 
Co., of this city, today sued outa writ of at- 
tachment against the funds of the National 
bank of Raleigh, and laid in the hands of the 
National Union bank. There was at the time 
of the failure some $50,000 due the Raleigh 
bank by the Union bank. 

James Higgins, traveling salesman for a firm 
in this city, had on deposit with the broken 
bank $10,000, the savings of his life time. 

ARRESTED IN CANADA. 

Toronto, Ont., March 29.--Charles E. Cross, 
president, and Samuel C. White, cashier, of 
the National bank of Raleigh, N. C., were ar- 
rested here tonight on information telegraphed 

from Raleigh, charging them with forgery. 
Inside of the lining of Cross’s overcoat was 
found $9,459, and in White’s $15,255. Of this 
amount, $600 was in unsigned currency bills.

He 
thought all evidences indicated that the plan 
had been systematically laid for several 
months past. 

The fact came out yesterday that Mr. Cross 
had on Thursday purchased from Mr. H. Mah- 
ler’s jewelry store acostiy set of diamonds, 
isdaline a ring, a breast pin and a pair of ear- 
rings, for which he gave Mr. Mahler in pay- 
menta check on the State National bank. 
Fortunately, for Mr. Mahler he had the check 
cashed on Saturday. Mr. Mahler thinks it 
probable that Mr. Cross gave him the check in 
yayment, thinking he would not be so prompt 
n having it cashed. Mr. Cross stated at the 
time he made the purchase that he was buying 
the diamonds for a friend of his who expected 
to marry soon and had sent him the money to 
buy the diamonds asa bridal present to his 
wife. Mr. Cross also purchased a handsome 
gold watch from Mr. E. Fasnach. 

It is reported that a Raleigh gentleman who 
was on the train Saturday evening saw the de- 
faulters, and was told by Mr. White that he 
was going to Greensboro to organize a lodge of 
the Knights of Pythias. 

Both were seen at Greensboro Saturday 
night by a railroad conductor who joked them 
upon the significant He pyre of seeing a 
bank president and cashier traveling together, 
and asked them if they were heading for 
Canada. 

One of our irrepressible town wits related an 
amusing incident at his own expense yester- 
day evening. He said he made a deposit of 
$200 in the bank Saturday evening, and when 
doing so observed Mr. Cross standing by eye- 
ing the money as he handed it over. Since 
the defalcation has been made known he says 
he remembers that the bank president had an 
expression on his face asiftosay: ‘‘That will 
just about take White and myself to Canada.” 

A prominent citizen said he had negotiated 
for the purchase of stock in the bank to the 
amount of $10,000, and went to the bank Mon- 
day morning for the purpose of closing the 
transaction; but; <finding Mr. White, the 
cashier, not there, he postponed the matter. 

A little child is reported to have ¢ried_piti- 
fully at school all day yesterday because she 
said her papa had lost all he had by the failure 
of the bank. We heard of several instances 
of persons redeeming checks which they had 
given on the broken bank. 

A gentleman who was leaving the city Mon- 
day night had left several hundred dollars to 
be deposited in the State National bank on the 
following day, but, before his train left, he 
heard rumors of the impending crash, and 
came hurriedly back to the Yarboro house and 
left orders for the money to be held.

The lard boilers of the cast and west, in 
their efforts to crush out a logitimate south- 
ern industry and to drive out of market a 
cheap, and wholesome article of food, have 
tripped and fallen into a very hot tank.

The south may 
be a very small affair as compared with the 
east and west, but it is not going to sit down 
without protest and see an industry that has 
added $30,000,000 annually to the value of 
the cotton crop summarily destroyed. 

Just now the makers of so-called 
‘prime’? and “‘pure”’ lard are on the defen- 
sive, and, inthe very nature of the thing, 
they will be compelled to stay there. They 
are now moving heaven and earth to im- 
peach the testimony of W. G. Bartle, but 
they are not making much headway. Mr. 
Bartle is familiar with the “tricks of the 
trade,’’ so to speak, and he appears to have 
backbone. 

Our readers are, or ought to be, familiar 
with the testimony given before the house 
committee on agriculture by Mr. Bartle. 
Boilers and stewers of lard are making a 
great effort to weaken the force of Mr. Bar- 


. tle’s testimony, but they have not succeed- 


ed to any great extent. For several years, 
Tur CONSTITUTION has been warning its 
readers that the so-called pure lard of com- 
merce is made up of the fat of diseased, as 
well as healthy, hogs.

Some Steel and a Razor.

The stock of the company which controls 
this patent, has risen from two hundred 
dollars to one thousand per share.

Vittur, who made the razor, declares that 
the steel is the best American steel he has 
yet tested, and that it may obviate the ne- 
cessity of his importing foreign steel, which 
he is now compelled to do. 

The razor-making itself is important. 
Mr. Vittur, in Atlanta, makes the double 
eoncave razor blade, the secret of which was 
for a long time kept in German workshops. 
His razors, scissors, knives, and all sorts of 
cutlery compare with the best foreign made 
goods, and his product is easily sold. 

A double concave razor made in Atlanta 
out of Birmingham steel, is an accomplish- 
ment of what, ten years ago, would have 
been considered a foolish boast.

The Rights of Gentlemen. 

There is trouble in the New York Press 
club. It appears that some forty or fifty 
members of the organization are in the habit 
of gambling at the club rooms, in defiance 
of the constitution, by-laws, and the various 
statutes touching the matter. When re- 
monstrated with, the players haughtily re- 
plied that they were ‘“‘gentlemen,”’ leaving 
the inference that the anti-gambling laws 
applied only to rowdivs and blackguards. 

The reply made by these gentlemanly 
gamblers will hardly be satisfactory to their 
fellow citizens. It brings up a puzzling 
question. What are the rights of gentle- 
men? Is it understood that a gentleman is 
not amenable to the laws of his state, and 
that he may break the promises which he 
voluntarily makes when he joins a society? 
We are not discussing the morality of gamb- 
ling. The point is that the members of the 
Press club were not only bound by the laws 
of the state to abstain from gambling, but 
they also gave a p::sonal pledge to that 
effect when they joined the club, 

If their defense holds good, the - public 
would like to know to what extent it justi- 
fies misconduct in other matters. Shall we 
hold the breaker of promises, the violator of 
laws, the betrayer of women, the faithless 
church member, the liar and the cheat guilt- 
less of wrong simply because he throws 
himself back and proudly proclaims himself 
a gentleman? 

Good people generally do not take this 
view of the situation, and while they may 
be prepared to admit that the sporting 
members of the New York Press club are a 
clever set of fellows, no better or worse 
than their neighbors, they will nevertheless 
regard the plea of gentility as a very foolish 
defense under the e.;rcumstances. If the 
offenders have nothisg better to say for 
themselves, they will find that a discreet 
silence willdothem more good with the 
public.

It is cultivated on 
the western continent, frcm 50 degrees north lati, 
tude to 40 south latitude, from Manitoba to Patago- 
nia, Itisalsoin general cultivation in the Old 
World, in northera Africa, southern Europe, central 
and southern Asia, the islands of the East Indian 
Archipelego, and Australia.

The United 
States is to such a degree, par excellence, the corn- 
growing country of the globe, that the production 
of other countries, though important in itself, 
scarcely merits a mention, and furnishes no stati» 
tics in comparison with ours.

Black and Brown Rats,

thing as a blue rat known to natural history. The 
rodent referred to is the black rat, which first came 
to Europe from central Asia early in the sixteenth 
century, In the latter part of the century it reached 
America. This was the common house rat until the 
brown orgray rat came. This second species is 
larger than the black rat, and more combative. It 
also came from India and Persia, through Rurs‘a, 
and was first seen at Astrakan at the beginning or 
the eighteenth century. It madeits appearance in 
Europe about the middle ofthe century, and was 
first seen in America in1775. It has quite driven 
the black rat from hous<s, and though the latter 
still lingers about wharves ani granaries, along 


} river banksin Europe and Great Britain, it may be 


said to exist even in these places only on the suffer- 
ance of its stronger enemy. The house rat is also 
often called the Norway rat, from a mistaken tradi- 
tion that it first came to Britain from Norway.

That 
such a man as Badeau should have become the 
trusted confident of so great a man as Grant would 
seem passing strange were it not a matter of history 
that other great men had made similar mistakes 
and that Grant was peculiarly unfortunate in the 
choice of his friends. I know several of them well. 
Babcock, Shepard, Evens and others, and my friends 
have flattered mewith the assurance that I came 
very near securing such a position myself. 

I knew Adam Badeau almost forty years ago. We 
were boys together in a Hudson river town. His 
father was a physician of very considerable ability 
and acquirement, and at that time was engaged in 
the manufacture and sale of some patent medicine. 
He was not a_ successful man in anything. 
He had started a boys’ boarding school, which 
soon passed to the control of Adam and his brother 
Nicholas, They were both able young men of very 
considerable natural talent, supplemented with a 
good education, but otherwise they were as unlike 
as two brothers could well he. Adam Badeau, as a 
boy, was one of the most conceited fops I ever 
knew. His bump of egotism was as large as his 
head. He was domineering, overbearing ana inso- 
lent to a degree. He had no personal friends, 
whilst everybody loved his brother ‘“‘Nick,’” who 
was the soul of honor and as gentle as a school girl. 
(Poor fellow, he fillsan early and untimely grave!) 

The school did not prosper, in consequence of 
Adam's unfitness for the business, and early in the 
fifties he went west, whilst his brother continued 
the school, with. more success, until his death in 
the first years of the war. 

How he came to get a position on Grant’s staff I 
have never known, but if unbounded egotism, 
brazen sssurance or overw@pning conceit helped him 
to the place, he had abundance of it all to recom- 
mend him. 

That he has ability must be conceded, and has 
maintained for yearsa high position, that brought 
him in contactt with well known characters in 
military and civil life, but I question if he ever met 
one whom he was willing to admit knew more than 
he did himself.

The Richmond Terminal Direc- 
tors Meet 


And Adjourn to Another Day—The Recent 
Developments of the Rice-Libbey Party 
~—Mr. Inman’s New Purchases. 


New York, March 29.—{Special.]—The 
Richmond Terminal directors met today. None 
otherthan routine business was transacted, 
except that the recently proposed plan for, 
funding the present outstanding second mort- 
gace income bonds of the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road, together with the past due interest on 
gaid bonds, was formally authorized and ap- 

roved. 

This plan provides that fifty per cent of the 
principal and past due interestof the above 
described bonds shall be funded into a regular 
fixed tive per cent second mortgage bond, and 
the other fifty per centinto an ©: divary non- 
cumulative five per cent income bond. This. 
is regarded an important measure, which will 
prove beneficial to the bendholders. The 
Terminal board adjourned to meet 
again next Wednesday, when Calvin 8. Brice 
and John Moore, who are now absent, will 
have returned, and questions pertaining to the 
present wrangle between the several existing 
factions will probably be discussed, in which 
event considerable fur is liable to ily. 

George S. Scott, president of th« Richmond 
and Danville, says: ‘If such men as compose 
a majority of the so-called Rice-Libbey party 
can simply, by self-recoramendation, command 
the votes of the Terminal stockholders, they 
are clearly entitled to control the property.”’ 
Mr. Scott emphatically disclaims any inten- 
tion to reflect upon these’ gentle- 
men personally, but insists at the 
same time that there is not a 
man among the twelve thus far named 
by the Rice-Libbey party for the new directory 
who has ever shown any marked ability or 
success in railrtad management outside the 
four they have chosen from the present board, 
and General E. P. Alexander.

Mr. Inman paid $500,000 cash for his 
mew possession, and being satisfied with 
his bargain, was induced to offer a 
coo! million today for another little line which 
he desires to make a link in the steadily 
lengthening chain of his railroad interests in 
the south. It is said tonight that his offer is 
within about a hundred thousand dollars of 
what the owners ask for this second property, 
aud that it is more than likely the trade will 
be effected within afew days. He is today 
identified with and interested in more miles of 
southern railroads than any other man in the 
United States.

A Batch of Exceedingly Young 
Ones for the Penitentiary. 


An Arrest at the Ten Cent Show—A Negro

Four convicts, neither of whom is over 
eighteen years of age, occupied a cell in the 
city prison yesterday and last night, and will 
remain there until the Western and Atlantic 
railroad is open again,so that they can be taken 
to the Dade coal mines.

Rabun county. 

The oldest one of the gang will be eighteen 
years of age in a few days, and goes to the 
mines for life. On the crimiual records of 
Rabun county he appears as Joseph Hop- 
kins, and the crime for which he goes 
up is murder. Just one week ago William 
Thomas, a stranger in the county, went toa 
church in the neighborhood in. which the 
young convict lived. Hopkins was there, and 
s0 was his brother, William. After services 
the Hopkins brothers were thrown in contact 
with Thomas, and as they were going along 
the road a quarrel ensued. 

The brothers made an assanlt upon the 
Stranger, and inthe fight stones were used. 
Thomas was struck on the back of the head 
with a large stone, and the wound caused his 
death. The Hopkins brothers were arrested, 
and upon the trial were found guilty. William 
Hopkins was sentenced to death, and his 
brother to a lifetime work in the chaingang. 
Hopkins claims that he and his brother were 
drunk when the fight occurred. 

James Harvey is just seventeen years of age, 
and goes up for fifteen years. He was senten- 
ced after a lenthy trial. He was charged with 
acriminal assault upon a young white girl, 
and came very near receiving the death sen- 
tence. 

James M. Cantrell is a few months younger 
than Harvey, and will serve three years for 
forgery. He signed a farmer’s name to an or- 
der for a dollar and a half, and when confront- 
ed with the charge acknowledged it. 

Frank Quarles is the youngest of the quar- 
tette. Heis just sixteen, and was sentenced 
to two years for robbing his employer. The 
convict broke open the safe and took out one 
hundred dollars.

Your nine petitioners shall constitute the first 
board of trustees, and of the last six petitioners the 
term of office of the first twoshall be three yeats; 
the term of office of the second two shall be two 
years, and the term of office of the last two shall be 
one year. At the expiration of any of these terms 
respectively and annually thereafter, the election 
of persons to fill any or all vacancies, from expira- 
tion of term, resignation or death, shall be by the 
board of managers of the Freedmen’s Aid society oz 
its executive committee, and from nominations 
made by the remaining members of said board of 
trustees. 

Five members of said board of trustees shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of busincss; but

How they Are Conducted—Atlanta Has Ten 
of These Associations—How Péople May 
Own Houses—A Good Scheme. 


“Talking about booms,” said a prominent 
bank officer yesterday to a representative of 
THEeConstiItTvuTION, “I can tell you that there is 
a genuine hoom in thé building and loan asso- 
ciations of Atlanta.”’ 

‘How many of these institutions are 
in Atlanta?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Let me see—there are ten of them, all mov- 


ing along prosperously. At present they find 
an active demand for the money taken in at 
each meeting. Borrowers come forward eager- 


ly to make loans.”’ 
‘‘And how do the borrowers use the money 


thus secured ?”’ 

“Why, they use it to build themselves a 
home. You have no idea how many men of 
limited means are becoming the owners of 
homes. Several thousand of comfortable 
houses, which would readily rent for from $15 
to $50 a month, have been built with money 
borrowed from the building and loan associa- 
tions. And there is greater activity now 
among the members of these associations than 
ever before.”

There renting is the 
exception and notthe rule. Kvery clerk, me- 
chanic, bookkeeper, printer, or artisan of any 
standing in Philadelphia, owns the house in 
which he lives. They acquired their homes 
by joining the building and Joan associations. 
The conseguence is that the residents of Phiia- 
delphia are an independent and happy people. 
They are deeply interested in the city’s pros- 
perity, forthey are stockholders in the city. 
When there were riots in Pittsburg and other 
cities, the people of Philadelphia felt safe, for 
every man was ready to prctect hishome. It 
isa great advantage to any city to havea 
population of property-owners.’’ 

“How about Atlanta in this regard ?”’ 

“Atianta is following the example of Phila- 
delphia. Most of the dwelling houses which 
have been built during the past five years 
have been built with money borrowed from a 
building and loan association. At present 
many buildings are going up in various parts 
of the city and these will belong to members 
ofthe building and loan associations. It is 
pleasant to see workers depositing small sums 
of their weekly or monthiy wages at the 
meetings of the building assvciaticns in 
this city, and especially so when the 
members know that their particular society is 
financially solid bevond any reasonable doubt. 
These depositors are laying the foundations of 
small fortunes, and many of them may eventu- 
ally become well-to-do citizens in the broadest 
sense of the term. Every tenant must pay 
rent: month by month the landlord must be 
satistied, and the money so paid never comes 
back to the tenant, Everybody understands 
this. But for a trifle more than the amount 
paid in rentatenant is able im about eleven 
years to own a home for himself. This is the 
aim and purpose of building associations.’’ 

Another prominent financier was asked if he 
could explain, in a way that would be intelli- 
gible to the readers of Tur ConstITUTION, the 
philosophy of the building and loan scheme. 

_ He gave the subjoined clear and comprehen- 
sive explanation : 

‘The building society system in the simpler 
forms may be made plain in this way. One 
hundred men, each able to save $1 a month 
agree, in order to strenethen each other in their 
purpose to save, to put their money together at 
fixed periods and lock it up in a strong box un- 
til each shall have soaccumulated &200. It is 
easy enough tosee that if each man is prompt 
in his payments the strony box will be ready 
tobe opened for a division of the savings at 
the end of 200 months. If each monthly pay- 
ment stands for ashare of stock, then each 
share will be worth $200 at the end of 200 
montis. 

“But we will suppose that as soon as this 
agreement has been entered into by which the 
one hundred men come together monthly and 
puta dollar each into a common fund, one of 
the members suggests that, instead of allowing 
the money to lie idle in the box, they had bet- 
ter put it out at interest as they gather it each 
month, paaene the securities for its return 
into the box and the interest also as fast as 
earned. At «a glance the other members see 
that by acting on this suggestion they will 
accumulate the $200 on each share in less than 
200 months, perbaps in 180 months, when they 
will have paid only $180 each. The sugges- 
tion is adopted, and now we have a purely 
co-operative savings fund with only one dis- 
tinguishing feature, and that one of great 
value—the savings are compulsory and 
made at stated periods. The member does 
not lay aside in this fund his spare cash as hu- 
mor to save prompts him, but enters into an 
obligation to pay so much per month. Now, 
in this scheme as thus fat developed, we have 
the esséntial features of our socalled, but mis- 
named baitling and loan associations. The 
other branches of business in which they en- 
gage, although they give character and name 
to the societies, are really incidental to the 
accomplishment of the one grand purpose, 
that of saving money by co-operation an by 
compulsory payment inte the treasury. 

a ‘he first problem that presents itself to the 
director is, how to use the inoney collected the 
first month. The purpose of the society will 
be destroyed if it is not safely invested. Shall 
it be put in covernment bonds at a low rate of 
interest, or invested in bond and mor ‘, 
with real estate security at a high rate? ithe 
latter course is adopteil, to whom shall it be 
loaned? John Smith. who is not 2» ‘nember of 
the society, desires to borrow, but sc alsc does 
Peter Brown, who isa member. If tie society 
lends to Peter Brown. it will have security ad- 
ditional to that represented by his bond and 
mortgage—in his stock growing in vaiue 
month by month. To get this additional se- 
curity forall the money it lends and at the 
same time secure a higher rate of interest 
for its money than could be 
obtained from government bonds, the societv 
determines to lend only to its members. Now 
it appears that other members besides Peter 
Brown want to borrow the first month’s collec- 
tions. How shall it be decided between them ? 
Obviously, the fairest plan is to let them bid 
one nst theother and lend ittothe man 
who is willing to give 
over and above the fix 
est.

“If in the course of time some one of the 


members fails to pay his instalment and this

reimburse the society for the loss.of the use of 
the money. Another member finds that he 
eannot keep up his payments, or he desires to 
move to another part of the country. To ac- 
commodate him the seciety agrees to open its 
strong box before the appointed time, give 
him what he has paid in, with some portion of 
the profit. already accumulated, and cancel his 
aa, Now it is seen that there are, besides 
saving money and getting interest upon it, 
three sources of profit, namely: 

“Premiums arising from competition for the 


loans, penalties for non-payment of dues, and 


a portion of the profits withheld from members 
who fail to remain in the association, and 
whose stock is cancelled. And so we develop 
the feature of a Vhiladelphia building society.”’ 

‘‘At last, the strong box is found to contain 
sufticient to divide to all the shares, the bor- 
rowers and the non-borrowers, $200 each. The 
time has come for the society to be ‘‘wound 
up.’’ technically speaking. Each holder of an 
unborrowed or free share gets $200 in cash. 
Eech borrower is entitled to his bond and 
mortgage, so the account is squared by the can 
cellation of the mortgage.”’ 

Most of the associations in Atlanta hold 
monthly meetings, at which the dues paid in 
by the members make a fund-which is lent to 
the member who bids the highest rate of in- 
terest. Several of the associations, however, 
hold a meeting once a week, when the dues are 
collected and the loans are made. Without an 
exception, the building and loan, associations 
of Atlanta are in the hands of capable and 
faithful ofticers, who are conducting them 
sagaciously and making them solid and suc- 
cessful.
